Choice of Purchase Held By Brokers While 
Sale of Securities Is Boosted, Exchange 
Probers Are Told. 


Delving into stock exchange practices 
that would be banned by the pending 
market control bill, the senate bank- 
ing committee today received testi- 
mony that it was common practice 
for brokers to take options on securi- 
ties and then encourage customers to 


From Ruloff E. Cutten, a member 
of the New York exchange and a part- 
ner in EK. F. Hutton & Company, 
the committee learned that he receiv- 
ed options on 65,000 shares of Ameri- 
can Commercial Alcohol at the same 
time that his company was boosting 
the stock in daily market letters. 

Today's session, while a continua- 
tion of the committee’s long investi- 
gation of the ways of Wall Street, 
had the additional purpose of throw- 
ing light on the various provisions of 
the Fletcher-Rayburn bill designed to 
give the government regulatory au- 
thority over the securities exchanges. 
Hearings Are Begun. 
house commerce committee, 
began hearings devoted 
expressly to the bill.

25 per cent of any profit accruing 
from exercise of the options. Only 
one was called—that for 10,000 
shares at an average of $18 when the 
stock was selling on the market at $20 
to $22. 

Before signing the options, Cutten 
said, he had a statistical expert make 
an investigation of the company and 
produced a copy of his recommenda- 
tions. Pecora, reading from them, 
brought out that the expert had said 
that American Commercial Alcohol 
was in “a speculative situation that 
offers considerable promise” and 
“could be recommended” as such al- 
though it was “not suitable for in- 
vestments.”

Orders from Washington which 
called for discontinuance tonight of 
all federal civil works projects not 
being conducted on federal property 
Wednesday reduced the number of 
Georgians on civil works pay rolls 
from about 83,000 to 71,000. 

Miss Gay B. Shepperson, state 
CWA administrator, immediately sent 
out instructions to all supervisors 


carrying out the Washington order of 
Federal Administrator Harry L. 
Hopkins. It was not known here 
whether the projects are being dis- 
continued because of lack of funds or 
in an effort to cut down the number 
of CWA workers. 

A study of the number of federal 
projects affected by the order reveal- 
ed that Georgia will lose about 15 
per cent of its total workers, whereas 
the nation as a whole will not lose 
more than 5 per cent. This is be- 
cause a smaller percentage of CWA 
workers have been employed on fed- 
eral projects in Georgia than in near- 
ly all other states. 

Washington dispatches said that it 
was not expected that the total affect- 
ed by the order would exceed 200,000 
workers.

“VIENNA, Feb. 14.—(4)}—Beaten 
back by a terrific government can- 
nonading, insurgent socialists retreat- 
ed tonight to a high hill near Vienna 
where they were reforming their shat- 
tered ranks and preparing for another 
assault on the capital. 

Under cover of darkness it was es- 
timated that 3,000 socialists were 
throwing up breastworks and building 
machine gun placements while street 
fighting continued in Vienna's body- 
strewn workers’ sections.

LAND HERE TODAY 


War-Time Pilot Will Base 
Here With 20 Officers 
and 30 Enlisted Men. 


Captain E. H. Waller, war-time air 
pilot and commander of the 35th pur- 
suit squadron, of Langley Field, Va., 
will arrive at Candler Field some time 
today at the head of 20 officers and 
30 enlisted men to take over the fly- 
ing of the air mail Monday. 

Captain Waller will be in charge 
of the army air mail service on the 
Atlanta-Miami, Atlanta-Chiecago and 
Atlanta-Richmond routes, with his 
base at the army hangar at Candler 
Field, it was said. The squadron is 
expected to bring at least 10 air- 
planes. A corps of 10 mechanics ar- 
rived Wednesday to service the army 
air mail ships. 

The new director of air mail flying 
in the southeast, under Major B. W. 
Jones, commander of the eastern dis- 


trict of the air mail, is a Kentuckian 
who joined the army during the war. 


Reserve officer pilots will be used 
for some of the army air mail flying, 
but this service will be restricted to 
officers already on extended active 
duty, it was said, 

Word was received Wednesday from

PLANES MAY INVADE 
FORBIDDEN AREA 
OF INNER TIBET 


SHANGHAT, Feb. 14.—(/)—Amer- 
ican airplanes may penetrate on reg- 
ular schedules the mysterious region of 
Lhassa—its secrets guarded from the 
world for centuries—before the year is 
ended. 

The China National Aviation Corpo- 
ration revealed today that if its plans 
mature, regular passenger and mail 
service hetween Shanghai and the re- 
mote Tibetan capital will be estab- 
lished before 1935. 

Pan-American Airways holds a 45 
per cent interest in the concern. It 
is American managed, uses American 
airplanes and American pilots fly 
them. The journey will take only 
four days, whereas weary travelers 
now must count on three months. 

Regular air service exists now as 
far as Chengtu. capital of Szechuen 
province, 800 miles from Lhassa. 

Air fields to be used on the route 
already have been completed at Batan 
and Kanting. 

Political relations have been improv- 
ed between the Nanking and Lhassa 
governments since the death of the 
Dalai Lama, late temporal ruler of all 
Tibet and after 1924 the self-appointed 
spiritual ruler as well, 

As a result, the aviation corpora- 
tion believes Tibetan authorities will 
welcome the establishment of the air 
service,

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Farley Statement Explains a 
Cancellation of Contracts 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.{AP)—The text of Postmaster-General Far- 
ley’s letter to Senator Black, chairman of the mail subsidy investigating 


committee, explainin 

“My Dear Senator Black: 

“IT have issued an order annulling 
all domestic air mail contracts, and 
believing that your committeé’ would 
be interested in knowing the reasons 
therefore I submit the following: 

“These contracts were annulled only 
after a most. thorough investigation 
covering a period of several months. 
Moreover, I had the benefit of the 
opinion of the solicitor for this de- 
partment, which conclusions of law 
were personally examined and ap- 
proved by the attorney-general. 

“I do not believe congress intended 
that the air mail appropriation should 
be expended for the benefit of a few 
favored corporations, which could use 
the funds as the basis of wild stock 
promotions resulting in profits of tens 
of millions of dollars to promoters 
who invested little or no eapital. Nor 
was it intended to be used by great 
corporations as a club to force com- 
petitors out of business and into bank- 
ruptey. Nor should appropriations 
and contracts be given to a few fa- 
vored corporations by connivance and 
agreement. 

Many Lines. 

“At the time of the passage of the 
Waters act in 1930, there were many 
reasonably well established air trans- 
port passenger lines desirous of ob- 
taining air. mail contracts, which re- 
ceived no consideration whatever. 
There were several short, disconnected 
air mail lines, which were operating 
under contracts executed during the 
latter part of 1925 and the early part 
of 1926. Five of these contracts were 
executed November 7, 1925, and would 
have expired by operation of law No- 
vember 7, 1929, except for an order 
issued on November 6, 1929, by See- 
ond Assistant Postmaster General W. 
Irving Glover extending these con- 
tracts for a period of six months so 
as to make them terminate May 7, 
1930. 

Seen as Illegal. 

“IT am satisfied that the extension 
of these contracts for said period of 
six months was illegal. There was no 
attempt whatever to readvertise said 
routes or reaward them, or emergen- 
cy requiring them to be let without 
competitive bidding, and the course 
pursued was a part of the conspiracy 
hereinafter mentioned. Extensions of 
these contracts for a period of 10 
years, under the so-called “certifi- 
eate’’ method, were arbitrarily made 
by Postmaster-General Brown on 
May 3, 1930. Then Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Brown proceeded to build up, by 
so-called “extensions”. of routes, part 
of the system of the United Aireraft 
and Transport Corporation, and the 
greater part of the American Air- 
ways and the Transcontinental and 
Western Air Systems. This means, in 
simple terms, that if one of these 
companies had a contract for part of 
a through route, a_ trans-continental 
system could. be built on that short 
line. To illustrate, if one had a route 
from Boston to New York, it could 
be extended from city to eity until it 
reached the Pacific coast without 
competitive bidding. These great sys- 
tems were built in this manner. 


“T am convinced that before any of 
the air-mail contracts were awarded, 
those interested held meetings for the 
purpose of dividing territory and con- 
tracts among themselves. Indeed, cer- 
tain air transport operators who had 
not been invited to attend were re- 
fused admission, when they attempted 
to gain entrance. 

Held in 1930. 


These conferences were held during 
May and June of 1930. Some of the 
meetings were held in the postoffice 
department and were attended by 
Postmaster-General Brown and Sec- 
ond Assistant W. Irving Glover. Mr. 
William P. MacCracken Jr., of the 
Transcontinental Air Transport (now 
a part of the North American Avia- 
tion Corporation), was named as 
chairman of these meetings and the 
minutes prepared by himself list the 
following as present:

“Whereas under the bid for the 
southern route from Atlanta to Los 
Angeles, American Airways would 
have been paid $3,338,675.60, it was 
actually paid $5,308,958.41, an excess 
of over the actual bid of $1,970,- 
282.81. During this period it was car- 
rying less than the minimum amount 
of air mail provided for under the 
contract. There being only one bid for 
the southern route, it was awarded 
at 100 per cent of the maximum rate 
allowed by statute. The middle trans- 
continental route (now held by Trans- 
continental and Western Air) was 
advertised for bids. There was one 
bid of 64 per cent of the maximum 
rates and the high bid of Transconti- 
nental and Western Air-was 97 1-2 
per cent of the maximum rates. 

“The contract was awarded, appar- 
ently without justification, to the 
high bidder, which has been paid from 
the starting date of November 30, 
1933, the sum of $7,578,624.60.

paid to the high bidder during this 
period the sum of $2,603,937.68 more 
than would have been paid if the con- 
tract had been awarded to the low 
bidder. 

“The contract in Route No. 32, 
from Pasco to Spokane to Portland to 
Seattle, Wash., was awarded to Var- 
ney Air Lines, Inc., owned by United 
Aircraft, on August 21, 1929, at a 
rate of 9 cents per pound. This route 
was consolidated with another route 
of United Airlines July 1, 1930, at a 
rate of $2.43 per pound. If the mail 
had been carried under the original 
contract the cost to the department 
would have been $67,592.42. The 
estimated amount paid subsequent to 
consolidation was $1,019.500.78, or an 
excess on this route of the sum of 
$951,908.36. 

$78,000,000 Paid. 

“There has been paid to air mail 
carriers for the fiscal years 1930, 
1931, 1932, and up to December 31, 
1933, more than $78,000,000. The air 
mail carriers collectively have been 
given contracts upon the basis of 
more than twice as much space as 
was actually needed or used. In sun- 
dry instances this was done by a 
change of the terms actually adver- 
tised. If payment had been made for 
the service actually rendered, the cost 
would have been about 40 per cent of 
the above amount. The excess pay- 
ments, during this period aggregate, 
oe the sum of about $46,800,- 


“My investigation, based on the 
records, books, papers, contracts and 
documents in the department, or in- 
troduced before your committee, or 
taken from the files of Mr. Mac- 
Cracken, shows that every corpora- 
tion whose contracts I annulled, or its 
predecessor or its subsidiary corpora- 
tion, had representatives in the con- 
ferences hereinbefore mentioned, which, 
I am convinced, was contrary to law. 

“It is incontrovertible that the 
1930 meeting was held, that it was 
confined to those who subsequently 
obtained the contracts, that the pro- 
vision of law calling for competition 
in bidding was not carried out, and 
that all the present domestic air mail 
carriers secured contracts based on 
conspiracy or collusion, with the pos- 
sible exception of the National Parks 
Airways, which will be given further 
consideration. 

“Administrative -officers of the 
United States have authority and it 
is their duty to annul any contracts 
procured illegally or by fraud. The 
act of June &, 1872, provides: 

““No contract for carrying the 
mail shall be made with any person 
who has entered, or proposed to en- 


fter, into any combination to prevent 


the making of any bid for carrying 
the mail, or who has made any agree- 
ment, or given or performed, or prom- 
ised to give or perform, any consid- 
eration whatever to induce any other 
person not to bid for any such con- 
tract; and if any person so offend- 
ing is a contractor for carrying the 
thail, his contract may be annulled; 
and for the first offense the person 
so offending shall be disqualified to 
contract for carrying .the mail for 
five years, and for the second offense 
shall be forever disqualified.’ (39 
U. 8S. Code 432: R. S. Sec. 3950; 
Act of June 8, 1872, C. 335.) 

“In view of the facts heretofore 
recited and the plain provisions of 
the law, it was clearly my duty to 
annul all of these contracts,

FARLEY REBUKES 
LINDY FOR WIRE 


Flyer Not in Possession 
of All Facts, Postmas- 
ter-General Declares. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—(#)—Re- 
plying to the protest of Charles A. 
Lindbergh by telegram today, Post- 
master-General James A. Farley de- 
clared that if Lindbergh had been in 
possession of all the facts relating 
to the cancellation of air mail con- 
tracts he “would realize that no in- 
justice had been done.” 

“Your wire of February 11 ad- 
dressed to the president has been re- 
fered to me for reply,” Farley tele- 
graphed. “I am certain that if you 


were in possession of all the facts 
you would not feel that any injustice 
had been done or will be done.” 

The telegram was made public at 
the office of Lindbergh’s attorney. 
Earlier in the day Farley announced 
in Washington that he had sent it, 
but said he would not make it public 
unless Lindbergh failed to do so. 

Lindbergh is technical adviser to 
Transcontinental ..and Western Air, 
Inc., one of the largest air lines af- 
fected by the order which cancelled 
existing air mail contracts. 

His protest to President Roosevelt 
drew White House criticism because 
it was made public before the presi- 
dent had a chance to read it. 

Lindbergh received Farley’s reply 
at the home of his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Dwight W. Morrow, in Englewood, 
N. J., and telephoned its text to the 
office of Attorney Henry’ Breckin- 
ridge. He was not present when it 
was given out and there was no 
comment. 

Meanwhile the army has been asked 
to revoke the commission of Colonel 
Charles Lindbergh in the officers re- 
serve corps. 

Arthur W. McMahon, of New York, 
who made the request, accused Colo- 
nel Lindbergh of “conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman” in send- 
ing to President Roosevelt the tele- 
gram protesting cancellation of air

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COTTON GUT BILL 
RAPPED BY LINDER 


Georgia, Nearby States 
Discriminated Against, 
Talmadge Aide Charges. 


Discrimination against Georgia and 
surrounding states in the Bankhead 
bill for cotton crop reduction was 
charged in a statement Wednesday 
by Thomas M. Linder, executive sec- 
retary to Governor Eugene Talmadge 
and widely discussed as a potential 
candidate for Georgia commissioner 
of agriculture. 

The southeast already has made 
enough cotton acreage reduction, Lin- 
der said, but the western states have 
not cut proportionately. For that 
reason, he argued, the proposal to 
allot production to each state on the 
basis of its average crop for the 
last five years will work a hardship 
in this area. 

Linder was asked if the statement 
should be construed as the opening 
of a campaign for commissioner of 
agriculture. 

“What's that got to do with it?’ 
he asked by way of answer., “I’m a 
cotton farmer.” 

He would not discuss the matter 
further. 

“The Bankhead bill, if it becomes 
law,” Linder said, “would give the 
four states of Texas, Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas and Mississippi practically a 
monopoly on raising the cotton crop 
for this country.” 

He said the allotment on the pro- 
posed basis, for a  9,000,000-bale 
crop, would give ‘Texas ‘2,903,400 
bales; Mississippi, 936,900; Oklahoma, 
865,800; Arkansas, 778,500: Ala- 
bama, 736,200; Georgia, 684,000; 
South Carolina, 495,900, and North 
Carolina, 580,500. 

The allotment to Georgia would be 
only a “measly amount—about one- 
third of the normal crop,” Linder 
went on, adding that “it is clear 
that with this arrangement 15-cent 
cotton would bring to Georgia no 
more money than 5-cent cotton would 
bring for a normal crop.” 

He compared the farm populations 
of Georgia and Texas to reach the 
conclusion that under the Bankhead 
bill “the right will be given to a 
citizen of Texas to grow three times 
as much cotton as a citizen of Geor- 
gia will be permitted to grow.” ‘The 
approximate figures, he said, would 
be one bale for each person living on 
a Texas farm, and one bale for each 
three persons living on a Georgia 
farm. 

Since 1914, and including the acre- 
age plowed up last year, the state- 
ment continued, Georgia has cut cot- 
ton acreage 58 per cent to lead the 
nation in reductions, Linder said 
South Carolina followed with 48 per 
cent, Alabama with 38, and North 
Carolina with 20. 

In the same period, he said, Arkan- 
sas increased acreage 18 per cent, 
and Oklahoma 4, while Texas and 
Mississippi were cutting only 5 per 
cent, 

On the basis of what he called “nor- 
mal crop years,” before the reduc- 
tions in the southeast began. to be 
made, Linder said, the Bankhead bill 
would permit Georgia to plant only 
32.5 per cent of a crop, Alabama 
45.5 per cent, South Carolina 35 
per cent, and North Carolina 52 per 
cent, while Mississippi could plant 
67.5 per cent, Texas 67, Arkansas 77, 
Oklahoma 63, and Louisiana 70. 

The bill would cut Georgia produc- 
tion to a little over one-third of its 
production before the boll weevil in- 
vaded the: state, Linder said, “and a 
whole lot less than it has ever pro- 
duced in the last 50 years.”

Dean Jurors Warble of Love 
Following Reading of Letters 


GREENWOOD, Miss., Feb. 14.— 
(P)—Jurymen who have been sitting 
more than two weeks in the murder 
trial of Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean, hand- 
some woman physician, charged with 
giving Dr. John Preston Kennedy. 
surgeon, a poisoned whisky highball, 
today burst into a rendition of “Let 
Me Call You Sweetheart” after hear- 
ing some of the affectionate letters 
Dr. Dean wrote the divorced surgeon 
shortly before his death last August. 

It was an “off stage number,” 
sung after the jury had been retired 
to its quarters during one of the in- 
numerable recesses which have mark- 
ed the trial thus far. Strains of the 
song floated quite clearly into the 
court room and out over the court 
house lawn where stood a crowd which 
had been unable to gain admittance 
into the packed chambers of Circuit 
Judge S. F. Davis’ tribunal. 

Court attaches explained the jury- 
men had organized a choir to while 
away their idle evenings in song, here- 
tofore “principally religious songs.” 
Judge Davis. puffing a black pipe, has 
kept a number of popular comic mag- 
azines at hand to fill up the recesses. 

Today’s recess in which the jury 
gave its impromptu’ entertainment 
was occasioned by the request of Dr. 
Dean and her attorneys to be allowed 
to read in full the letters held by the 
state and identified as having been 
written by Dr. Dean to Dr. Ken- 
nedy. 

The defense has 145 love letters 
from Dr. Kennedy to Dr. Dean which 
it plans to introduce as evidence. 

District Attorney Arthur Jordan 
read two of Dr. Dean’s letters to the 
jury this morning after identifying 
the woman physician’s signature 


Afterwards, apparently annoyed, 
she turned to Defense Attorney Dick 
Denman and said: “He’s given out 
other statements. I guess he gave out 
this one.” 

She then declined to have anything 
to say. . 

The first letter read to the jury to- 
day was dated in Greenwood July 17, 
1983, ten days before »Kennedy’s 
strange illness, and said: 

“IT am leaving for the east. x x x 
I must see you. I think you owe me 
a going away party and a set of cof- 
fee spoons. I must see you, call me. 
Best wishes. Love, Ruth.” 

The other was dated July 27, 1933, 
date of their alleged “farewell meet- 
ing’ at which the state charges Dr. 
Dean gave her associate a poisoned 
drink. The district attorney explained 
Kennedy never read this letter as it 
came to his office the following day, 
after he had become desperately ill., 

The letter said: 

“Sorry I missed you last night. 
Please call me when you get this. I 
want to turn something over to you. 
Ruth.” 

The state said that other of the 
missives which it would introduce 
later started “My Dear,” or “My 
Darling” and ended “lovingly.” 

Defense objections to reading the 
letters to the jury were overruled.

In Italy. 


Any man who makes a speech be- 
fore the microphone in Italy, be he 
high or low, must take care that the 
manuscript of his address is in the 
hands of the press department of the 
ministry of the interior 10 days in 
advance. The Duce himself, being min- 
ister of the interior, looks over the 
paper, scratches, corrects and makes 
additions, and a copy is made of the 
whole as finally approved by the 
Duce. Then this is returned to the 
prospective speaker. Should anyone 
take it into his head to depart by 
as much as a word from the type- 
written copy when the speech is «de- 
livered, a government inspector who 
sits near by, with a corrected copy 
in his hand, immediately shuts off 
the current. This has never happened 
yet, of course. Every night when he 
leaves the Venetian palace for his 
villa in'the Alban hills, the Duce 
takes a big stack of papers with him. 
These are the radio programs of all 
the Italian broadcasting stations. He 
goes over them carefully, not omit- 
ting plays and concerts and household 
hints and medical talks. Mussolini be- 
lieves that no one but himself has 
the right what the Italian people hear 
over their radio, nor for that mat- 
ter what foreign listeners-in hear 
about events and policies in the fas- 
cist state. And since there is no one 
to dispute him this right, the Duce’s 
will is absolute. Yet when you ask 
apologists of the regime whether 
there is a censorship in Italy, they 
look at you with amazement.

FALLING OUT WASHINGTON, Feb. 14,—There was a rather 
serious row in the inner circle about the ex- 
port-import bank matter. | 

It may lead to the retirement of George Peek as presidential 
adviser on foreign trade. 

Apparently Mr. Peek sold Mr, Roosevelt the scheme for making 
the bank.a great credit pool, lending money to foreign nations to 
buy our goods. The Hull-Roper faction objected strenuously. They 
want to promote foreign trade through tariff bargaining. 

Because of their objections, Mr. Roosevelt recalled his execu- 
tive order creating the bank and radically limited its field of opera- 
tions. He gave it only $11,000,000 instead of $100,000,000 and 
decreed that it should extend credits only to Russia. 


NSEQUENCES The Hull crowd is whispering the word 
ian » around that Mr. Roosevelt will keep the bank 


confined to Russia. They assert the president is definitely against 
the general policy of lending more money abroad for any purpose. 
He regards the Russian situation as exceptional. 

That undoubtedly means State Secretary Hull and Commerce 
Secretary Roper will run the foreign trade policy, which leaves 
Mr. Peek out. in the cold. 

Incidentally, Mr. Peek never established his office in the state 
department building. He is still down at his agriculture soffice. 
The state department people have a fixed policy of ignoring him. 
They have more or less resented his intrusion in what they consider 
to be their own business and insist they do not even know Mr. 
Peek has been working on foreign trade. 


BOYS Jesse Jones. has a peculiar technique for handling the 
business giants with whom he does business through the 
RFC. 

Recently he called a conference of the heads of all companies 
in one of the largest industries. One of the companies wanted a 
loan from the RFC to save it from bankruptcy. Jones did not want 
to make the loan, but he wanted to save the company. 

When he got the industrialists around a table, Jones started off 
the conference by saying: 

“When I was a little boy, the dog of one of my playmates died. 
The boy felt awfully bad about it and he wanted to do something 
for him. Another kid came forward and said: ‘I feel sorry 25 cents 
worth,’ and put down a quarter. Another kid did the same thing, 
and soon we had enough to buy a new dog.” 

Jones looked around the table, ‘raised his eyebrows and awaited 
the response. Soon one big shot mumbled: “All right, | feel 
sorry $100,000 worth.” The others chipped in similarly. 


WITS On another occasion, Jones was having trouble getting his 
associates to see an issue his way. Again he began: 

“Whew I was a little boy, there was a family living near ours 
that had as many children as we had. One day we all went to visit 
them. Each of us had to play with the kid nearest his own age. 
The kid nearest my age was a half-wit. 

“A couple of weeks later this family returned the visit and 
again I had to play with the half-wit. 

‘*‘Good heavens,’ 1 thought, ‘will I always have to be with 
half-wits?’ ”’ 


FINANCING Treasury Secretary Morgenthau is handling his 
financing in a shrewd way. Instead of waiting 
until he needs the money, he is feeding out his new securities on 
a time schedule. It calls for issuance of about a billion dollars a 
month until the end of the fiscal year. 3 
Under that system Morgenthau is always ahead of the game and 
no one knows exactly what his need for money is. His interest rate 
probably will be boosted slightly on the next issue. 


FOAM The statement of Assistant War Secretary Woodring 
which drew the wrath of the White House down upon his 
head was: 

‘‘We do not desire to make soldiers out of the CCC boys against 
their will, but. we do desire to help direct and develop this great 
experiment in long-range social economics and in physical training. 
If the army were so directed, it could organize the veterans of the 
World War, the CCC men and through them the emergency relief 
into a system of economic storm troops that could support the 
government’s efforts to smash the depression.”

'we might have kept out of it if public opinion had not been inflamed by 
| propaganda. 
| Wars are launched by tired men, worn out by loss of sleep and 
anxiety. And the great and tragic political blunders that cripple nations 
are made by men so distraught and harried and mentally exhausted that 
they are no longer capable of normal reasoning. 
| In any time of national crisis, newspaper headlines and popular clamor 
| evoke a kind of mob madness, contagious as fear, that takes possession 
of high and low. < 
Decisions made under such stress of emotion seem altogether con- 
‘trary to reason when our minds are clear again. It isn’t just the wisdom 
/of hindsight. We knew better at the time, but the strain of emergency 
addled our wits. 

Big men and little, in times like these, lose their sense of proportion 
and balance. They are so close to events and so hypnotized by the pres- 
ent necessity that they are incapable of normally sound judgment. 


Review the record of your follies and you will discover that each 
'time you had reason to say “What a fool I was!” you referred to an oc- 
casion when you went along with the crowd. | 

The right way out of our difficulties is not clear now, but of this | 
you may be certain.

Administration May Launch United. 
States in Investment Banking Business. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Since Uncle Sam has gone into all sorts 
of businesses, it probably is no surprise to learn that investment bank- 


ing is the next step. 


The public works administration is planning to ask for bids on 
large blocks of municipal and state bonds which it acquired as a result 


of its construction loans. 


If the PWA is successful then other agencies in the government 


may feel disposed to do likewise. 


Thus the R. F, C. and the treasury 
itself have accumulated billions of dollars of collat- 


eral through the closed banks. 


Senator Couzens, of Michigan, has expressed the 
opinion that all selling of securities ought to be done 


by the treasury alone. 


Recently an effort was made 


to let the Reconstruction Finance Corporation sell 
its own debentures, but the necessary authority was 


not forthcoming 


from. congress.

Headquarters Said Taken. 


An unverified report said socialists 
had captured the district police head- 
quarters in the .Ottakring workers’ 
district and near the socialist head- 
quarters destroyed by fire Tuesday 
morning. 

The Voethe Hof municipal apart- 
ment block in Kaiser-Muehlen, south 
of Floridsdorf, burned tonight as a 
result of the artillery shelling. 

Retreating socialist forces from 
Floridsdorf and Jedlasee_ districts 
found shelter in the Voethe Hof and 
so increased the strength of the So- 
cialist Grou there that army leaders 
decided to use howitzers in order to 
break the resistance. 

The chief of the Floridsdorf fire 
department, George Weissel, was sen- 
tenced to death by a court martial to- 
night for participation in the revolt. 

Unless pardoned, his execution by 
hanging was set for 43 minutes after 
midnight Thursday. 

Weissel was charged with supply- 
ing the staff of the fire station with 
arms and directing their attacks 
against loyal troops. 

In outlying districts loyal forces 
appeared victorious after blasting the 
insurgents from their strongholds and 
seizing socialist headquarters. 

Both Claim Victory. 

Spokesmen for both the govern- 
ment and the dissidents claimed ulti- 
mate victory; 36 societies were out- 
lawed as being socialistic; the gallows 
claimed its first victim among those 
who led the civil conflict. 

How many were wounded could only 
be guessed, but the number was said 
to run into the thousands. 

In the ruined Floridsdorf factory 
and workers’ district across the 

anube a survey indicated that at 
least one woman or child was killed 
to every 20 male casualties. 

Women in that teeming area fought 
with their husbands, brothers, and 
fathers through the night—loading 
guns, carrying ammunition, and firing 
from windows while around them bul- 
lets whizzed and walls crumbled un- 
der shrieking shells.

In Linz, the capital of Upper Aus- 
tria where the fighting started Mon- 
day when socialist quarters were 
raided and socialists defied a “gov- 
ernment fascist threat” and declared a 
general strike, soldiers and police had 
control.

Thereupon troops 
invaded the Vienna municipal apart- 
ments, shortly after dawn, driving the 
stubbornly fighting socialists before 
them, ;

Fallen Removed. 

A soldier said only a few dead and 
wounded were found inside the shat- 
tered Schlinger Hof—‘the socialists 
took their fallen with them when they 
fled.”

In the light of the presdient’s state- 
ment of today, however, any such 
hearings would have a bearing only 
on the secondary project since Mr. 
Roosevelt has now made it: clear 
enough that the major expenditure is 
out of the picture. 


Funds for undertaking the survey 
just completed were made available 
by the public works administration 
after Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia, urged President Roosevelt 
to obtain full engineering data on the 
canal project. Approximately $200,- 
OO was placed at the disposal of 
army engineers for the survey, but it 
is believed that only a part of this 
was actually used, the board having 
previously made examinations of sevy- 
eral of the routes proposed. 

The president brought up the canal 
project today in revealing plans for 
the establishment of a special cabinet 
committee to outline an internal de- 
velopment program, including rivers 
and harbors improvements, flood con- 
trol works, decentralization of indus- 
try, reforestation, agriculture and 
transportation. He has already ap- 
pointed the secretary of agriculture, 
the secretary of war, the secretary 
of commerce and the secretary of in- 
terior to serve on the committee. 

By having such a centralized cabi- 
net committee function in making long- 
range plans for internal improvements 
the president hopes to avoid some of 
the log-rolling tactics that have been 
employed by congress in the past in 
passing major legislation such as a 
rivers and harbors bill. which offer 
the temptation for individual mem- 
bers from various sections trading 
votes for unnecessary improvements in 
their respective states.

expenditures: 

I was surprised to‘read in The Constl- 
tution of Wednesday, February 14, the 
heading ‘‘Sutton Seores School Critics’’ and 
to find myself quoted inaccurately and in- 
correctly. The entire article as far as my 
statement was concerned was erroneous in 
the impression which it made. I simply 
stated, while making my report. that the 
schools were doing fine work and any one 
who could see the splendid achievements of 
60,000 children and realize that the cost 
is but little more than half the average 
cost of cities of our size-in the United 
States would find but small reason for de- 
structive and adverse criticism. 


In my talk, I simply referred to one of

Blake was_killed in an automobile on December 13, 1933, when her car, in which she was riding and driv-

PURCHASE IN BRITAIN 


Anglo-Soviet Trade Pact 
Signed; Big Jump Expect- 
ed in Commerce. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—(#)—An in- 
creased purchase of all kind: of Brit- 
ish goods by Russia, the Associated 
Press learned tonight, is the basis of 
an Anglo-Russian trade agreement 
to be signed Friday. 

The new pact calls upon the soviet 
union to buy approximately as much 
as it sells to Great Britain. 

This means an annual increase of 
about $20,000,000 in British exports, 
based on figures of the last normal 
trading year, 1932 

The correction in the present trade 
balance, which’ now heavily favors 
Russia, will not be made immediately, 
however. 

It is understood that the soviets 
will be permitted to sell about $1,600,- 
000 worth of goods to Great Britain 
for every $1,000,000 worth bought. 

The ratio will be corrected gradual- 
ly until Russia buys as much as it 
sells here. 

The balance will take into consider- 
ation the invisible exports of each 
country, such as tourist trade.

“In the tremendous complexity of 
our modern society, with ever increas- 
ing mechanical efficiency in making) 
and doing things and the increasing 
helplessness of the individual to de-| 
fend and preserve his own rights in| 
this vast. economic and _ industrial 
maelstrom, it is essential to evolve a 
society of law and order for the full | 
Reagent of all the people. We have 

en through a period of -industrial 
anarchy, which was destroying indus- 
try itself and forcing nearly half of 
all its vast army of wage earners to/| 
become dependent upon some one’s or 
the public’s charity for their support. 
NRA codes of fair competition in 
trade practices and fair competition 
in the employment of labor came into 
being as a drastic remedy for the 
disastrous results of laissez faire. 

“The United Staes, prior to NRA, 
gave less protection to its wage earn- 
ers than any other highly industrial- 
ized nation, for its 48 states showed 
every variety of labor legislation or 
none at all.

Paved Road to Tallulah School 
Announced at Trustees’ Meeting 


Definite assurance of the building 
at an early date of a road from the 
highway to the Tallulah Falls school 
was the chief feature of the mid- 


winter meeting of the school’s board 
of trustees held last evening at the 
Henry Grady hotel. The announce- 
ment made through a letter to the 
trustees from Judge Max L. McRae, 
on behalf of the state highway board, 
was reeeived with enthusiasm, all 
trustees agreeing that an adequate 
road to Tallulah Falls school was the 
greatest need of that school commu- 
nity. Judge McRae’s letter said: 
“You can rest assured that this proj- 
ect will be undertaken by the highway 
board and put through just as soon as 
weather conditions will permit the 
work being economically performed.” 

A strong resolution of thanks was 
passed to the highway board to Judge 
McRae and to Governor Eugene: Tal- 
madge whose interest’ in the road for 
Tallulah had been invoked by hosts 
of federated clubwomen from every 
section of Georgia. The same resolu- 
tion of thanks will be adopted by the 
executive board of Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs at its meeting to 
be held here today. 

The request for the read, made by 
Judge Frank E. Gabrels, ordinary of 
Habersham county, and strongly sup- 
ported by friends of Tallulah Falls 
schools all over the state, was based 
upon the contention that Tallulah 
Falls school is the only institution of 
importance in Georgia not supplied 
with a paved road. Four bus loads 
of children go each day to the school 
which serves all families of the Tal- 
lulah school district. 

Mrs. John K. Ottley, president of 
the trustees, presided both at the 
executive meeting held at 4 o'clock 
and at the dinner when business was 
continued. She was assisted by Mrs. 
Walter Lamar and Mrs. Z. 8S. Fitz- 
patrick, vice presidents. Mrs. T. T. 
Stevens served as acting secretary, 
and Mrs. Price Smith gave the treas- 
urer’s report. The table decoration 
which was the work of Mrs. Ben F.

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—(UP)— 
Wall Street, reaching for anything 
that might resemble cheer, tonight 
found a couple of items which came 
as heartening influences after several 
days of gloom. 

The cheerful items were the state- 
ment of House Majority Leader 
Byrns that the Fletcher stock market 
regulation bill must be greatly modi- 
fied before it passed, and the radio 
speech of Samuel Untermyer—once 


the chief antagonist of the stock mar- 
ket—that the bill as drawn now was 
far too drastic. 


These items were used to give a 
high-rolling finish to close of trading 
today. Prices had been mixed, with 
indications of weakness, during the 
day. Various groups had been shoved 
down. But towards the close success- 
ful buying operations were renewed 
and prices finished fractions to more 
than 2 points higher with some spe- 
cial groups closing the day with gains 
of as much as 9 points. 

SIDELINES SAFEST. 

Uncertainty, however, continued to 
point to the sidelines as the safest 
position right at the moment regard- 
less of market activity. In connec- 
tion with the Byrns and Untermyer 
utterances, it can be recalled that not 
so many weeks ago another congress- 
man, considered an administration 
spokesman, said there would be no 
stock market legislation at this con- 
gress. 

The Fletcher bill and the presiden- 
tial message to congress on the legis- 
lation virtually chased this statement 
from the front pages. 

There remains little question but 
that brokers are nervous over what 
will happen. This in indicated by a 
number of houses which have leases 
expiring in the next few months in- 
dicating to the building owners they 
are not ready to renew present ar- 
rangements for the enormous trading 
quarters maintained in lower Man- 
hattan. Other brokers are free in 
saying that imposition of the Fletcher 
bill would make of the stock market 
merely an investment institution en- 
tirely lacking in the color and inter- 
est which has characterized the New 
York stock market since its inaugu- 
ration under a buttonwood tree in 
the latter part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

UNCERTAIN FACTORS.

Continued unsettlement of the air- 
mail situation with a court test sched- 
uled Friday to determine whether 
Postmaster-General Farley can be re- 
strained from rescinding the present 
contracts. 

Easier tone in cotton co-incident 
with added reports that the adminis- 
tration favors regulation of commod- 
ity exchanges as well as security ex- 
changes. 

Favorable items from industry in- 
cluded: Rising steel production with 
indications that demands from rails 
and automobile companies will in- 
crease soon. 

Further decline in retail failures. 

Reports from many brokers that 
margin accounts are now in good 
shape with the highest margins ever 
required, 

Heavy foreign interest in the mar-
